been leading 
^w ard the third perty prohibitionists for 
^ m e time, but i‘s action at the national 
convention in Chi .sago, places it alto­ 
gether on the side of that political party. 
When the question came ap as to 
whether the woman’s christian temper­ 
ance union should be non-par’isan, it 
was discussed with a good deal of ani 
matron, Miss Willard, and a majority 
of the convention which follows her in all 
things whether right or wrong, holding 
th it the union was not non-partisan, and 
Mrs. Foster, of lows, and the lows 
delegation, dissenting. 
Mrs. Fester's 
plan is to throw christianity in the work 
of t mpeianoe, to plant the gospel solid­ 
ly in every held occupied by (he woman s 
christian temperance union. Miss Wil­ 
lard’s plan seems to be to throw politics 
in tie vtotk of temperance, to rally 
around the tm bilic n of the c ffioe-aeekirg 
and ie f-aggt&ndizing men like John P . 
St. John, and the women who want to 
abandon the home for politics. 
There are thousands cf women who 
joined tbe woman’s christian temperance 
union for high moral and christian rea­ 
sons. They were in earnest in tbe great 
work, and they have accomplished mach 
good. Bat under tbe influence of false 
ambition and guided by a reckless judg­ 
ment, many of tbe christian women have 
aided the succee&fa1 effort to tarn tbe 
union into a political machine, and have 
been taught to hiss the names of hooor* 
able lublic mer, and to cheer .the ton­ 
gue of slander. 
There was a time when the woman’s 
christian temperance union had for its 
watchwords, “charity, reform, christian­ 
ity, and temperance/’ but these endear­ 
ing wolds do not seem to echo any more 
in the great convention halls of tbe 
nnion. 
Now tbe battle cry very plainly 
appears to be, “politics; anything to beat 
tbe republican party; free whisky, or 
none at all.” 
Bat it .mast be caid that there are 
many lcoal unions that do not partake oi! 
the spirit nor enter into sympathy with 
tbe national convention of the woman’s 
christian temperance nnion on political 
questions.' 
Tbe spirit, “the gospel in 
ta rn perac ce” still abides with them. I 1 
is a great pity that this spirit has for­ 
saken the convention over which Miss 
Willard presides.

In Massachusetts the state 
officers receive a plurality of 17 OOO, while 
the republican governor has but 0,000.— 
Inter Ocean .

of a party bas the moral effect that a 
thrashing has en a bad boy—it puts him 
on b’s feet.

B lood y F igh t B etw een th e F rench and 
K versole F a ctio n s—T hree Men K illed. 
H a z a r d , Ky., Nov. 
3 5 .—Tho Circuit 
court convened last Monday, the 4th inst. 
Judge Lilly, the regular judge not being 
present, tho bar elected Capt. W. L. 
Hurst, of Wolfe 
county, 
to preside. 
George Kversole, the leader of the Eyer- 
solo faction, came to town Monday even­ 
ing with fifteen armed men: but, as most 
of them were under bond to appear at this 
term of court, nothing was thought of it. 
The Kversole party kept increasing in 
numbers until it reached thirty well-arm­ 
ed men. 
There were only a few of the 
French party in town. 
It soon became 
apparent that there would be trouble, as 
French was aware of the warlike prepara­ 
tions, and had placed himself, with a 
strong force, in easy reach of town. 
Thursday evening Wesley Whittaker of 
the Eversole faction fired upon Henrv 
Davidson, of the French party, who was 
standing in the door of the jailer’s resi­ 
dence, a few yards from the court house. 
W hittaker had barricaded himself in a 
small log house on the opposite side of the 
street. 
Davidson was soon joined by Tom 
and Bill Smith and others. 
Whittaker, In 
the meantime, had also been joined by 
several of his friends and a lively fight 
took place I et ween the four men of the 
French party and the Eversoles. 
The 
court, which was in session, stampeded. 
The fight lasted about fifteen minutes. 
When the smoke cleared away it was found 
that Ed Campbell of tho Eversole party 
had boon killed. 
This fight took place about 4 o’clock in 
the evening. 
The parties rested on their 
arms till dark, when the fight was re­ 
newed with increased fierceness. 
The 
French party had been reinforced by the 
Davidson boys, 
Jesse Morgan, brother 
of E. C. Morgan, who was killed by the 
Eversoles, and others. 
B. F. French 
himself 
camo 
Into 
town 
about 12 
o’clock 
with 
reinforcements 
for 
his beleaguered friends. 
At daybreak 
the fight raged with new fury. 
Tho 
Eversole party was stationed in the court 
house and in J. C. Eversole’s old fo rt 
The French party occupied what positions 
they could find. 
But the main fight took 
place between Jesse Fields 
aud Tom 
Smith, who occupied a strongly fortified 
position commanding the enemy's works, 
and they kept up a steady fire on the 
Eversoles. 
The battle lasted about an 
hour, when the Eversole party beat a 
hasty retreat, fording the river on foot 
and disappearing in the mountains on the 
other side, leaving their dead. 
Ed Campbell and John McKnight were 
killed. 
Several were wounded on the 
Eversole side. 
Joe Fields on the French 
side received a fiesh wound in tho arm. 
up without ceremony, the 
judge leaving for home as quickly as pos­ 
sible.

Statistics published in Germany 
show that there are fifty-seven religious 
houses not owing the Roman obedience, 
and 7,129 sisters, of whom 2,593 are serv­ 
ing their novitiate. 
Miss Mary 8. Cutler of the New York 
State library has made an inquiry into 
the practice of libraries having 10,000 
volumes and upwards as to Sunday open­ 
ing. 
Out of fifty-nine college libraries 
heard from as many as twelve are open 
Sundays; only three out of eleven are 
theological seminary libraries. 
Alarmed at the spread of spiritualism, 
the authorities at Jicin, in north Bohemia, 
have just issued notice that henceforth all 
spiritualistic gatherings are prohibited. 
The notice says that not only are such 
gatherings against the law, but that they 
give rise to ill-feeling and quarreling 
among the inhabitants.

Zan ziba r, Nov. 15.—The Sultan of Zan­ 
zibar refuses to entertain the demand of 
the East African [Company for an (indem­ 
nity takeover the losses suffered by the com­ 
pany because of the recent revolt. * More 
than this, he demands payment of the 
subsidy promised him by the company for 
the first experimental year of its opera­ 
tions. 
The company resists this demand, 
and thinks that a second year should be 
allowed to it on the ground that it is im­ 
possible as yet to estimate the loss that it 
has suffered. 


FARMERS IN CONGRESS. 


The Tariff* Q uestion U p in th e N ation al 
B ody at M ontgom ery, A la. 
Montgomery, Ala., Nov. 
15.—At the 
second day’s session of the farmers’ con­ 
gress. Judge Lawson of Ohio, president of 
the Wool Growers’ association, reported 
for a majority of the committee on reso­ 
lutions a resolution demanding that in case 
of a continuance of the protective policy 
all farm products shall be as fully pro­ 
tected as any article of manufacture. Mr. 
Wilhite of Missouri offered a minority re­ 
port, pledging the farmers of the United 
States to a reduction of the tariff and to a 
change of duties from the necessaries to 
the luxuries of life as far os possible. 
I he Hon. L. S. Coffin of Iowa delivered 
an address on railroads and their relations 
to the farmer. 
Judge Lawrence read a 
paper on “ Wool-Growing and Mutton- 
Producing,’’ urging protection for this 
interest. 
Judge Lawrence’s address was 
followed by a sharp discussion. 
One 
delegate cited an instance of an invest­ 
ment of $1,017 in sheep, which paid a 
profit of over 40 per cent in one year, 
which, he said, set the industry beyond 
need of protection. 
Many speeches were 
delivered by delegates from the North and 
West, all advocating wool protection. 
Aftor a heated debate the convention 
adopted the following resolution intro­ 
duced by John Kelly, of Kansas: 
“Resolved, 
By the Farmers’ congress 
now in session that the action of the Chi­ 
cago combine in refusing to testify before 
the Senate committee was an insult to the 
honest people of the United States, and 
should meet with prompt and united con­ 
demnation. ” 
The majority resolutions from the com­ 
mittee on resolutions referred to above 
were then adopted by a vote of 171 to 106. 
The affirmative vote is: 
Iowa, 15; Ken­ 
tucky, 7; Kanses, ll; Missouri, I; Rhode 
Island, G; Ohio, 24: Colorado, 5; Florida, 
2; Illinois, 2^; Idaho, 2; Indiana, IO; 
Maine, ll: Michigan, 15; Pennsylvania, 
33. 
The negative vote stood: 
Alabama, 
12; Kentucky, 7; Georgia, 75; Missouri, 
18; North Carolina, ll; Texas, 14; Florida, 
8; Indiana, 7.
